. Mayor Burke opened the pro- 
gram by telling about the cere- 
mony at the electric plant that 
afternoon, and introduced Dr. 
Claude R. Keyport, toastmaster 
of the evening. : 

T. P. Peterson was the first 
speaker and gave a resume of 
the last 15 years in Grayling. The 
last sawmill ceased operations in 
1925. All that was left at that 
time was the Kerry & Hanson 
Flooring mills, and later came the 
National Log Construction Co. In 
these days Grayling had sawdust 
streets and no pavements. Gray- 
ling’s only bank had closed its 
doors, and it was decided in 1932 
that we should have a new bank. 
Since that time, eight years, this 
bank has made over 8,000 loans 
and had no losses’ from them. 
Over eight million dollars have 
passed thru this bank and many 
transactions have been handled. 

In 1935 Grayling voted and 
built new waterworks and scrap- 
ped its old-type form of govern- 
ment and adopted the managerial 


ers during the campaign. 

Tribute also was given. those 
citizens of Grayling who. gener- 
ously gave of their time and ef- 
fort to support the council in its 
efforts. “To those citizens be- 
long the real credit.” 

City Manager George Granger 
gave a financial statement show- 
ing the cost of each item of the 
system. When complete, the en- 
tire system, including many miles 
of line extensions, was built at 
a cost of over $1,000 less than the 
original estimate. The plant now 
has 579 customers.

Dr. Onderdonk devoted the 
portion of his talk on 
“America's Role in the Present 
World Crisis” to a description of 
alleged atrocities practiced by 
Germany, Italy, Japan, and the 
Spanish Fascistis in their con- 
quests of the past few years. 

Went Abroad at Age of 10 

He was introduced by Holger 
,Peterson, program chairman, as 
ian American citizen who had 
gone abroad at the age of 10 years 
and remained in Vienna to study 
architecture. After completing 
his studies and marrying a Czech 
girl, he returned to the United 
States as instructor in architec- 
ture at the University of Mich- 
igan, where he remained until 
1933. He has made eight trips to 
Europe and at present he is 
lecturing throughout the country 
on foreign affairs. 

Dr. Onderdonk opened his talk 
by charactering the present era 


of world history, which he said 
began in 1932 with the conques: 
of Manchukuo by Japan, as_ the 
“era of diabolical monstrosities.” 

To illustrate this contention he 
recited incidents allegedly occur- 
ting during the following wars: 

Conquest of Ethiopia: Italy un- 
leashed her “hell on wheels”—her 
mechanized army—on the Ethio- 
pians. Fifteen hundred natives 
were executed in Addis Ababa— 
sc many that huge funeral pyres 


had to be built to dispose of the 


bodies. 
60,000 Spanish Civilians Killed 

The Spanish Civil War with 
60,000 civilians killed, and the 
conquest of China during which 
20,000 Chinese were killed in 
four weeks alone (sack of Nan-~ 
king), were also described by the 
speaker. 2 

He claimed to have in his pos- 
sion motion pictures of children 
with bayonet wounds and men 
with charred bodies who had 
escaped from knots of humanity 
tied together by Japanese and 
ignited after being doused with 
gasoline. [ 

These incidents, the speaker 
concluded, were perpetuated on 
the modern “blitzkrieg” theory 
of war, that terrorizing | the 
civilian population by lightming- 
like thrusts is the most effective 
way of breaking. an enemy’s 
morale. 

“You. may be wondering how 
you are to distinguish between 
truth and propaganda,” he said. 
“The only way I know of telling 
the difference is that whenever 
many different sources and au- 
thorities agree on certain things, 
they must be true, however 
nightmarish.”

Authoritative information from 
Washington credits Harry Hop- 
kins and Mrs. Roosevelt for the 
youth training program to be 
carried out under the guise of 
national defense. President 
Roosevelt has recommended such 
a program so that youth may be 
“disciplined” for service in event 
of war.

The “disciplining” of youth 
which some Washington officials 
believe to be so important is 
best left to parents, to the church 
and to the schools. Americans 
will not and should not tolerate 
the state ordering the lives of 
its boys, and its girls, too, be- 
cause the comprehensive program 
favored by the administration 
also includes the training of girls. 

If and when an emergency ar- 
rives American youth will not be 
found wanting. Soldiers can be 
trained in a few months. In 
fact, if Washington reports as to 
the deplorable state of unpre- 
paredness are true the soldiers 
can be trained before they can be 
equipped.

RECRUITING SHOWS PHYSICAL 
DEFICIENCIES 

The army campaign for new re- 
eruits is showing up all too vividly 
how the years of depression have 
left their mark on American youth. 

Greatest difficulty in securing re- 
cruits is not the reluctance of young 
men to enlist, but their Inability to 
pass physical examinations. 

In peacetime, the armed services 
get most of their recruits from low- 
er-bracket families. Because of eco- 
nomic conditions it is now the lower- 
bracket families, with the most chil- 
dren, which lack sufficient nourish- 
ment, fresh air and exercise. 

This has been a particularly se- 
rious drawback to recruiting in the 
larger cities. During one recent 
drive to bring the marine corps up 
to full strength, recruiting officers 
left the cities and combed the small- 
er towns in farming communities. 


: There they found a much huskier 


type of recruit, but many were re- 
jected because of poor teeth. 

In the cities, the biggest draw- 
backs are bad eyesight and under- 
weight.

WAR DOOMS CROP CONTROL? 

Henry Wallace’s program of crop 
curtailment and soil conservation is 
about to face its toughest year. Rea- 
son is the certain food shortage in 
Europe and the demand that Amer- 
ican farmers use their surpluses 
to feed war-torn Europe, 

There are two causes for the food 
shortage. One is the fact that many 


countries have been too busy fight- |. - 


ing to plant sufficient crops, and 
their fields have been fought over. 

Second reason is lack of sufficient 
merchant shipping. Four countries 
—Norway, Holland, Denmark, and 
Belgium—have a total of 10,000.000 
gross tons of merchant vessels 
which are immobilized, so far as 
supplying the home ports is con- 
cerned. Either they are bottled up 
at home, or they are in foreign 
ports, unable to reach home. 

Vessels which a year ago were 
carrying U. S. fodder to Denmark, 
to feed Danish cattle, today are di- 
verted to other trade or riding at 
anchor. Meantime, the cattle are 
eating up the existing supplies of 
fodder. When these are gone, the 
cattle will have to be killed. 

And the killing will be done by the 
Germans, who will consume the cat- 
tle. 

This is just one simplified iJustra- 
tion. No such constriction was 
known in the early days of the 
World war, because the United 
States, stil] neutral, insisted on 
maintaining its shipping to the neu- 
tral eountries of Europe. But now 
its shipping is barred by the neu- 


. trality act from belligerent ports 


and combat zones. 

All of this is sure to bring heavy 
demands on the U. S. farmer, also 
on congress to appropriate relief 
money to help Europe's starving 
populations. And this. in turn, is 
sure to upset crop control. For it 
was high food prices during the 
World war which increased acreage 
and also sent many farmers heavily 
into debt to buy new land.

Lansing—For a quick cooling 
off of emotional ardor that the 
United States should go to war, 
consider the Michigan national 
guard, 

Six thousand sons of Michigan, 
who form half of the 32nd Divis- 
ion, are handicapped today by 
lack of the following modern 
equipment: 

No new anti-tank guns. 

No anti-aircraft guns. 

No anti-aircraft searchlights. 

No Garand automatic rifles. 

No mechanization of cavalry. 

Only 12 observation planes. 

In the light of 1940 Hitler-style 
warfare, mechanized to the nth 
degree, the deficiency of the 
above material is serious. War 
has become a battle of machines 
on land and in air; its tempo has 
been speeded tremendously until 
the 16-mile infantry advance of 
a World war day has been mul- 
tiplied tenfold by motorized 
transporation. 

Better Trained 

And yet in spite of the appal- 
ling shortage of vital arms, tive 
Michigan National Guard is 
“five thousand times” better 
equipped and better trained than 
it was in 1917. 

The statement comes from Col. 
John S. Bersey, the adjutant gen- 
eral of Michigan, whose full-time 
business is national defense. 

It offers an insight into the 
relative unpreparedness of the 
Guard in 1917 as compared with 
1940 when the German blitzkrieg, 
unorthodox in its methods, 
changed 
manual 

For example, Michigan is one 
of 17 states authorized to main- 
tain an aircraft arm. The 107th 
Observation Squadron is based at 
the Wayne county airport, De- 
troit. Its total equipment today 
is twelve planes. It was only in 
the past two months that the unit 
received nine mew observation 
plans each of which carry a 
pilot, machin2-gunner and = an 
observer. 


At a time when Germany's out 


put of airplanes is estimated to 
be 100 a day, the dozen airplanes 
at Detroit would not begin. to 
meet military needs for 30 sec- 
onds. (The federal government 
maintains a large corps north of 
Detroit at Selfridge field). 

Then there is the new auto- 
matic rifle of which the United 
States has about 75,000 to date. 
None of these has bean distribut- 
€d to Michigan guardsmen who 
rely upon the old Springfield rifle 
firing five times semi-automatic- 
ally from cartridge clips. 


Horse Cavalry 

The World War style of horse 
cavalry still prevails. 

The 106th Cavalry depends on 
horses which are fine for polo 
games and which are still reli- 
able for military use after the 
tanks, airplanes and trucks 
smash through enemy lines. 

This is in contrast with mech- 
anized cavalry units in other 
states. The cavalry also has two 
riders for every horse. 

The 182nd Field Artillery, a 
motorized unit, lacks some trac- 


tors and trucks. (Michigan's 
guard is to gat 42 trucks this 
year).

Likewise, Ford cam build his 
1,000 airplanes every 24 hours. 
Factories also can be ready to 
turn out war goods om a brief 


But the big factor, unforscen 
six months ago, is time. Mich- 
igan’s national guard is offered as 
exhibit A. Well trained as it-is, 
the guard is not prepared for war 
this July 4, 1940.

Rowland Hill's scheme for penny ' 
postage included the compulsory |} 
pre-payment of the charges on all 
letters. 

In response to an invitation for 
suggestions about the design of the 
first stamp some 2,700 ideas were 
submitted to the treasury. Hill him- 
self made a rough sketch featuring 
the head of young Queen Victoria. 
The actual drawing was made by 
Henry Corbould, a famous artist.
